“Nad 
the Asquith government in 1914 put into 
immediate effect the homerule Dill, ap 
proved and accepted by Redmond and ‘the 
Irish party, Irish sentiment would have been 
appeased and by this time Ireland would 
have been well on the way toward working 
out ber own salvation. : 

But British offictaidom allowed the oppor 
tunity to slip by. This broten picige 
formed a seed germ from which the Size 
Pein element propugeted the rank weeds 
that today have choked the flowers and 
rulmed the good grain ripening to a better 
Irish harvest.

until the bitterenders and death-battalions 
are enabled to wreck the hopes for better 
conditions to which the struggle was orig- 
inally directed. World peace bas suffered 
throvrgh the same pfocréstination. The 
American people have svffered through the 
same impractical stubbornness of the man 
who for a short Ume must still occupy the 
White House. 

There is a probability that the party this 
forlorn figure represents will insert a plank 
into its national platform more or leas ob- 
scurely favoring Irish independence.

Like so many Democratic prom- 
ises, it will be formulated on the Sinn Fein 
principle, “For ourselves alone” Irish 
votes in America, not Irish suffering in Ire- 
land, will be the impoelling force behind 
any such resolution.
